N Tuelday laft, the French with 2 
Boars from Verfoi, ftop’d the Gallior 
of Vevay, a Place fiiuate on our Lake 
in the Pais de Vaux which belongs 
to the Canton of Berne, after they 
had fitd into it and wounded an Inhabitant of 
this Place, There were in the Galliot 2 Gentlemen 
of Savoy: One is the Baron de Lornai, whom they 
fiez'd and have carried to Chamberi; he was the 
Ferfon who fome Time fince ditcover'd a Confpiracy 
that had been form’d by one Correal to puc Mont- 
melian intothe Hands of the French, and for that 
Service had a Reward of 100000 Livres of the 
Duke of Savoy, which Sum the French had offer'd 
to corrupt him. The other is the Chevalier de la 
Sale, who telling them he was a Swifs, they let him 


go, as they did likewife the Gallior. This Affair 


makes a great Noife, becaufe of the little Regard 
had to a Veifel belonging to the Canton of Bern, 
and the Violation of the Freedom of the Lake. 
Fiom the Leiden Gazette, dated April 19. 
Geneva, April 8. The French have carried the Ba- 
ron de Lornay to la Roche, not to Chamberi. But 
‘tis very probable he will foon be fer at Liberty, be- 


caufe the Canton of Berne and our Regency have | 


both made Complaints to France of this Siezure ; 
and befides, the an being a Subje& of the Duke 
of Savoy and Lieurenant Collonel in his Service, his 
Royal Highnefs will not fail to claim him, by Vir- 
tue of the Carrel he has newly made with France 
for exchanging the Prifoners on both Sides.

: a give fome Account of it. The true Story 

is this, 

TH E 24th of March at half an Hour paft 7 at 

Night, the Marquis de Beringhen, the King’s 
Gentleman of tue Horfe, left Marli, whither he had 
atcended the King, to return to Verfailles, in a Ber- 
lin, having with him a Valet de Chambre, a Foor- 
than on Horfeback that carried a Flambeau, and a 
Groom mounted on the 7th Horfe which always 
follows the King’s Coaches, chat he may be put in- 
tothe Harnefs if Need be. The Party-Leader that 
ftop'd the Marquis is nam’d Guethem, he was Foot- 
man to the late Prince of Conty, when that Prince 


‘Went to ferve in Hungary. againft the Turks. He 


was afterwards#Mufician on the Violin to his Blecto- 
tal Highnefsof Bavaria, and then one of his Huntf- 
men ; of which the Princes of Germany have a 
good Number, and they ferve as Troops on any E- 
mergency, This Guetbhem having quitted the Ser- 
vice of the Blector of Bavaria, enter’d into that of 
the Enemy, to whom ’tis faid he made Propofitions 
unworthy of a Man of Honour; bur of that I can 
fay nothing cercain, tho’ it be reported by feveral. 

¢ has at prefent a Collonel’s Commiffion in the E- 
nemvs Service. The Party he led on this Occafion 
confifted of 16 Officers and 14 Dragoons, for whom 


he bad 3 Paffports, one for every 10 Men. *Tis ta 


be obfery'd, that his Paffports empower’d him to 
£0 againft the Enemy. They came out of Aeth, and 
entred France by 3 different Rouses; and after 
they had agreed in what Places to poft themfelves, 10 
ftaid in the Woods of Chantilly, 10 at Se. Quen, and 
10 came to Seve, where they lodg’d in fevera] publick 
Houfes. One of them a Lieutenant, had much Ac- 
quaintance at Paris, where he fold two Englith Horfes. 
They watk’a from Time to Time in the Streets of Seve, 
and on the Bridge. They faw the Duke of Orleans 
pafs, bur it was at thac time too broad Day for them 
to dare to attempt any thing againfthim. Two Days 
before they faw the Dauphin and the Princes his Sons 
eon to go to hunt Deer in the Wood of Bologne ; 

ut durft not make any attemp then neither, both be-~ 
caufe the Dauphin had too great a Company with him, 
and becaufe they would have been forc'd to make their 
Retreat by the Road that lies between the River and 
the Park of Bologne. 

At laft, two Days afrer the Duke of Orleans bad 
pafs’d, their Scout fecing the King’s Gentleman of 
the Horfe coming over the Plain, and judging by 
the King’s Liveries that it might be fome Prince, or 
at leaft {ome Perfon of great Quality, gave the Sig- 
nal agreed onto his 9 Comrades who pafs'd the 
Bridge. The Scout would have follow’d them, bur 
the Toll-gatherers who had taken Notice of his 
pafling and repaffing feveral Times, feeing him co- 
ming along very faft, clap’d the Bar to, and ftop’d 
him. While this was doing, the 9 Horfemen em 
ecuted their Defign. They firft fiez'd the Footman 
that carried the Flambeau, and pur it out. Their 
Commander having caus’d the Coach to be ftop’d, 
without alighting from his Horfe took M. de Be- 
ringhen by the Sleeve, and told him he fiez’d him 
in the King’s Name ; he anfwer'd I am juft come 
from the King, who are you ? If there be an Officer 
here let me fpeak tohim. Without more ado they 
pull’d him out of the Coach, and made him mount 
the 7th Horfe I mention’d. His Valet de Chambre 
immediately got upon the Hoffe on which the Foor- 
man had rid that carried the Flambeau, and would 

*have follow'd his Mafter, having his Cloak on bis 
Arm ; but one of the Horfemen putting a Piftol to 
his Breaft, threaten’d to kill him if he ftir'd any 
further. M. de Beringhen defir’d bis Valet might 
be permitted at leaft to give him his Cloak ; and 
they made him throw it to him. Here I muft take 
Notice, that the Horfetman who was ftop’d at the 
Bridge of Seve, was to have been the Guide to 
thofe that carried off M. de Beringhen; and cheirc 
lofing him made them go farther about. than'they 
defign’d in their Retreat. M. de Beninghen’s Ser- 
vants haftening to Verfailles told what had been 
done to their Mafter. It was 9 a Clock when the 
King was made acquainted with it. A Meffenger 
was fent to M. de Chamillard Who was ar Erang, 
that he might fend away Couriers. The King im- 
mediately fent out an Exempt and 20 of his Guards. 
M.. des Epines, and all the other Equerries rhat 
were at Court took Horfe with all {peed: Some 
took the Road to Normandy, others thofe to Germany 
and Flanders. The Prifoner reported, that a Chaife 
was laid ready a little Way on the Road his Com- 
-rades were gone: And it feems M. de Beringhen 
being much fatigu'd and indifpos’d, and the Party- 
Leader being overcome with Sleep, they made a 
ftop in their Journey 5 and the Chaife was Ixt down 
behind, that.che Marquis might be more at Eafe.in 
it. This was a Halt of three Hours*at leaft. On 
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‘the Road 3 or 4 of the Horfemen were taken, their 
Hoffes being jaded and unable to keep up with the 
reft, and M. de Louvain, the Kings Equerry, 100k 
one Horleman in che Forreft of Chantilly. Allthe 
Couriers, and e(pecially the Equerries, made fo much 
Expedition, thatthe Party Leader at his coming out 
of the Forreft of Chantilly beard the Alarm- Bells 
ringing in all the Villages, and thereupon began 
to think it impotlible his Enterprize fhouid fucteed. 
M. de Beringhen ‘was retaken foon after he had paft by 
Ham. A Captain of the Regiment of Livry was abroad 
with his Troops, and had difpers’d them on all Hands, 
to {cour the Country. A Quarter-Mafter having with 
him two Troopers, met M. de Beringhen guarded by 
the Party-Leader, and 2 Officers. He rode up to them 
with his Piftol cock’d, and they eafily yielded, the ra- 
ther becaufe they perceived they fhould foon be fur- 
rounded every Way. The Marquis told the Quarter- 
Mafter he had been very well us'd, and defir'd the Pri- 
foners might not be hard dealt with. He caus'd the 


Party-Leader to Sup wich him, brought him to Ver-. 


failles, and lodg’d him in one of his own Apartments. 
When he came co Verfailles, there was lo great 4 
Crowd to fee and welcome him on his fafe Recura, that 
he could hardly get along from the Coach to his Lodg-

not enter the Kingdom in a Body, as a Party, but in 
{mal) Companies, and lay hid feveral Days inthe Neigh- 
bourhvod of the King’s Houfe, which Place ought to 
be held facred ; for if fuch Enterprizes were allowed, 
no Prince could be fafe in the midft of his Court. And 
befides, it was urg'd, che Enemy had fet an Example 
how to proceed in a Cafe Jike this, tho’ of far lefs 
Weight ; for about two Years ago they hang’d fome 
Soldiers belonging to Collonel Ja Croix, who had ftole 
privately into Cologn, to fieze and carry off the Prince 
of Saxe Zeits. But the good Ufage the Marquis de 
Béringhen received from Collonel Guethem, prevail’d 
over all thefe Arguments.
